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No Cause To Fear 
Salk Polio Vaccine 


A few isolated cases of polio have 
developed among children who have re- 
ceived the Salk vaccine but there is no 
cause for unnecessary alarm. 

To date hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren throughout the nation—around 150,- 
000 of them in Georgia—have received 
the inoculations. Of that number, fewer 
than two score have been reported 
throughout the country as having de- 
veloped polio. 

The point is this: The vaccine is an 
immunization agent and not a cure for 
polio. If a child has been exposed to the 
disease already, the vaccine will not pre- 
vent its developing polio. In othe? words, 
the vaccine is effective only if given be- 
fore a child has developed the disease. 


The scattered number of cases appears 
to be about normal for a like number of 
children without.inoculations. It is reason- 
able to suppose, then, that the disease was 
already present before the shots were 
given. 

Alert medical officials were quick to 
take action, however, when 11 cases of 
polio developed in California after vac- 
cine manufactured by Cutter laboratories 
had been given them. All of this com- 
pany’s product was recalled for checks to 
determine if it was faulty. There’s no 
proof yet that it was. 


Meanwhile, a nationwide polio “intel- 
ligence network” is being established in 
Atlanta. It will report on each case of po- 
lio that occurs this year. This is a splen- 
did development. It not only will deter- 
mine the exact effectiveness of the vac- 
cine, but will help. dispel fears about its 
use. It will prevent blame being placed 
upon the inoculations in isolated cases 
wheré polio is contracted after the shots 
have been started. 

There is no reason now to worry about 
children being inoculated. Highest med- 
ical authorities say it is safe and effec- 
tice. And new safeguards are being set up 
to make it more So. 

There’s no reason for fear or hysteria 
because until immunization of all chil- 
dren is complete, there will be new polio 
cases. And until it is made 100 per cent 
effective, there will be a few cases of polio 
even among those who have been inocu- 
lated. In the meantime, the immunization 
program should be pushed with all pos- 
sible speed.

industry or endanger the jobs of Ameri- 
cans. But to cut off trade when such trade 


is beneficial to our best interests and when 
the expanding industrial plant needs it 
more than ever before would be disastrous. 

As the Senate begins debate on the 
measure, the high-pressure lobbying cam- 
paign will continue. It has been exposed 
as needless and much of the propaganda 
as without foundation. 

Sen..Albert Gore of Tennessee pointed 
out the other day that 4,000,000 American 
workers are employed by virtue of our 
foreign experts. Unless our foreign. cus- 
tomers are able to sell us, they eventu- 
ally will be unable to buy from us. These 
Jobs would disappear. 

The best course is a controlled recipro- 
cal trade program based on the best 
interests of the nation instead of that of 
isolationist, special interest greups. The 
present act permits that and an extension 
of that act is absolutely imperative to this 
country’s long-range prosperity and re- 
lationships with the rest of the world. 


Hypnotism HasRegained 
Its Old Respectability 


Hypnotism has received the endorse- 
ment of a committee of experts of the 
British -Medical Assocation. This prop- 
erly returns it from the realm of enter- 
tainment back to its old position of re- 
spectability. 

Hypnotism is as ancient as ie 
Once it was regarded with the same awe 
and respect as sorcery. and black magic. 
It became briefly respectable again in the 
18th century when Dr. Franz A. Mesmer 
of Vienna used it in the treatment of 
emotionally disturbed persons. Dr. Mes- 
mer, however, mistinterpreted his find- 
ings, and as a result hypnotism lost its 


prestige once more and was taken over 
by charlatan$ and entertainers. 


World Wars I and II brought more 
research, and people began to lose their 
old fears of it. It is an unfortunate mis- 
conception that hypnotism places the sub- 
ject under the absolute control of the 
hypnotist. Authorities deny this, and say 
rather that under hypnosis, the relation- 
ship is that of impersonal cooperation and 
that the person hypnotized retains his 
will and cannot be forced into actions he 
would not do otherwise. 


The British 


survey was made by a 
team. of »psychiatrists and one general 
practitioner. They reported that in the 


hands of responsible persons it had real 
power to alleviate pain and straighten 
out emotional troubles. 

The survey described it as a challenge 
to medical science. It even can be called 
a new frontier, for while medicine has 
solved many of the mysteries of the body, 
the workings of the mind are hardly bet- 
ter known than in the days of the an- 
cients.

He be- 
lieves an Air Force test on an offshore 
hurricane in 1947 may have caused it to 
change its course and hit Savannah where 
it did millions of dollars damage. He 
thinks that experiments with a silvey 
iodide generator in New Mexico may 
have caused the heavy rains that flooded 
the Missouri Valley three years ago. 
Weather moves from West to East, and 
clouds that are seeded in dry areas may 
bring rain where it is not needed. Rain 
making also may prevent normal rainfall 
in sectors east of the seeded area. 

Rain making is one of the most inter- 
esting of man’s experiments with nature, 
The arid regions of the earth are increas- 
ing, and now cover one third of all land 
surface. ; 

Controlled rainfall would be one of 
the desirable of all things. Efforts 
to, bring it still are tn the clumsy 
stage, but a beginning has been made.

He estimated that under his 
plan some 6.000 persons would be 
put on probation in a year.

Carney also said he advocates 
changing the Pardon and Parole 
Board regulations to provide for 
pardons “‘to all first offenders) ;

and are making good on the out- 
side.’’ He said this would elimi- 
nate some of the stigma attached ‘ 
to a prison record. 

MORE ON PROBATION 

He said he also favors placing 
all 
‘unless the crime is serious.”’ 

Chappell said the federal gov- 
ernment estimates it saves an 
average of $1,100 a year for each 
law violator who is put on proba- 
tion instead of being sentenced to 
prison. 

He said that 85 per cent of per- 
sons put on probation by federal 
courts stay out of trouble during 
their probationary period. He 
said studies show that only 18 
ner cent of them get into trou- 
ble within five. years after ex- 
piration of their probationary pe- 
riods. 

Yet, Chappell said, 50 per cent 
of federal prisoners violate the 
law again within five years of 
their release from prison.

Aid to Mentally Ill Vets 
Blocked, Solon Charges 


By GORDON ROBERTS 


A member of the General Assembly charged Sunday 
that State Welfare Director Allan Kemper and Dr. T. G. 
Peacock, director of the Milledgeville State Hospital, were 
“hindering possibility of passage of a bill which would 
ill 


qualify Georgia for federal 
veterans.” 

Rep. David Stripling of Goweta 
County, a member of the HouSe 
Veterans Affairs Committee, said 
that 
putting roadblocks in the path of 
a proposed bill that would pro- 
vide for a separate ward for vet- 
erans at Milledgeville. 

Both Kemper and Peacock said 
their main objection to the pro- 
posal was that they had not seen 
such a bill and were not sure what 
its passage would involve.

FEARS REGULATIONS 
Dr. Peacock said he was afraid 
that getting federal aid for the 


state hospital would bring inter- 
ference from the federal govern- 


ment. ‘“‘I am just being careful,”’ 
He said. ‘I have never heard of 
the federal govertiment giving 


money unless it wanted to put its 
finger in the pie.”’ 

Both said they were not op- 
posed to anything that would be 
helpful to state patients and vet- 
erans, but indicated ‘‘there are 
things that would have to 
be worked out.’’ Kemper 
that these ‘‘things’’ can be 
worked out before passage of the 
bill with cooperation of all con- 
cerned. 

Kemper said that he thought it 
would be up to the VA as to how 
often inspections would be made. 
There is a possibility that 
state can get the grant without 
upsetting the procedures of the 
hospital, he added, but he would 
have to see the bill before he 
took a definite stand.
